Jules Favre's Report. 

Tours, Sept. 27.—Jules Favre to-day made 
a special report to the Government here of 
his mission to the Prussian headquarters in 
behalf of peace. He says a great many differ. 

ent solutions of the difficulty had been pro- 
posed and rejected, and he determined at last 
to make a direct move. Therefore, on the 
10th of September, he demanded of Bismarck 
a eategorical reply as to whether he would 
enter upon negotiations. 

Bismarck’s first answer was unfavorable 


though he subsequently asked what guaran- 


tees the French could offer. The Forcign 
Minister, who was acting #6 an intermediary, 
advised Favre to see Bismarck, and make his 
demands#m person. Accordingly Favre saw 
Bismarck, expressed to him his love of France 
and liberty, and his determination to accept 
DO conditions which would render peace only 
& menacing truce. 

Bismarck replied that if he thought peace 
were possible, he would sign immediately; 
but the actual Government was too precarious 
and likely to be overthrows. France would 
not be any more likely to forget Sedan than 
she had been to forget Waterloo and Sadowa.

A MIXED CASE. 


The Swit for the Sale of the Fort 
Wayne and seuthere Railroad. 
A suit ipvoiving millions of dollars and many 
intricate points of lawis now pending in the 
Clark county (Indiana) Court of Common Picas. 
The facts in the cage are alleged to be as fol- 
lowe: The Fort Wayne and Southern Railroad 
Company *as chartered in 1849, with terminal 
points at Fort Wayne and Jefferzonviile, Indiana. 

The company Owned valuable real estate, upon 
which it depended for the construction of the 
road. Theroac-bed #as mortgaged for $2,500, 
Ou before it was commenced. The real estate 
bonds Went Up, a8 did the road. A few miles of 
grade, cuts and fills were made, and there the 
work The real estate gut Into the nands 
of different parties, a Mr. Joon C. Parker being 
largely interested In it, and, it is said, he manip- 
ulated matters pretiy much to suit himself, out 
faiieo to make a success Of the road or to euricna 
him elf. 

Finally ae Erglishman named Wagstaff came 
to Parker’s relief. They oreanized a pew com- 
papy, calkd the “Ipdiana Southern Railway; 
Company,’ Wagetaf! subscribing $10,000,000 and 
a lew friendsa flew hupdred doilars each, so as 
tofoim a directory. Parker was to place the 
road in Wegstefl’s baeds, and Wagsiaf! wa: to 
pay Parker two or three milijon dollars. The 
latter brought sult in the Clark County VYourt of 
Common Picasin the pame of J. B. Merriwether 
and others, who he said were sickboiders. 
Judgment by -cens.nt was entered for ibe sale 
ofthe rosd and its franchises. The sale tuok 
place and Wegstaf became the purchager of the 
roud, and the sheriff's deed for it was given. A 
mortgage was then given and bonds issued to 
the amount of $10,000,100. Wugstafl sho.tly 
afterward disapyxared wiih the bonds, and Par- 
ker was leit without any portion of bis two or 
three millions. The bonds have not yet turned

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up. 

Parker then concluded to wipe out old scores 
and begin anew. The judgmeat of the court was 
reversed, and snotber was entered in his favor 
for al amount something less than $1,000,000. He 
thea procured some of the old bonds of the F. W. 


' &8. R. BR. Co. and undertook to sell the road bed 


to the Ohie and Mississippi Railroad Company at 
one end and to the Fort Wayne, Muncie and Cin- 
cinpati Railroad Company at the other, leaving 
a middi¢ portion unsold. 

The judgment of the court upon which the 
rale had been made to Wagstaff was “expunged 
from the reeord as a fraud upon the court.”” The 
sale was then made tothe Ohio and Mississippi 
railroad, and Parker received about $1,000,000. 
The Ohio and Mississippi Railroad Company built 
a read upon the bed from North Vernon to Jef- 
fertonville at am expenditure of §2,000,v00. 
The Fort Wajne, Muncié and Cincinnati 
Railiocd Company built a road from 
Muncie to Fort Wajsne at acost of § 

Then the London, Liverpool, and Giobe Insur- 
ance Company of London raked up a suit in the 
Clark county Common Pleas Court, which had been 
commenced A pe three yearsago. They moved 
to set aside expungiog order formerly made 
by the Judge. Before this motion was made, 
however, the plaintiffs had asked a change of 
venue, which was granted by the court; but, 
upon further deliberation, they concluded to let 
the trial go om in the Cla:k county Common 
Pieas Court. So the case was reinstated. The 
motion to set aside the expunging urder was 

ted, and the fraudwient order was restored. 

en Wagstafl’s bondholders brought in a cross 
petition, prayina that the road, inciuding the 
new roed constructed by the Ohio and Missis- 
sipp! Railway Compeny ana the Fort Wayne, 


sold to pay the $10,000,000 named in Wag- 
stafi’s betds. It seems tbat Parker was working 
jo the incerest ef his old friend Wagstaff, baving 
obtained a sbare of his bi. nds,and was working 
against the companies who had expended three 
millions after paying him his price upon the 
faith of bis representations that he haa a gued 
ti le to the road. 

On motion of the plaintiffs, the Obio and Mis- 

issippi Railway Company and the*Fort Wayne, 
Madison and Ciocivnati Railroad Companys were 
vismisseo out of court iu spite of their objections, 
leaying the Fort Wayve and Souther@, Rallroad 
Company ana the Wagsts«ff Company the only de- 
ferdants In the case. The attorneys of the Fort 
Waspne and Southern Ratlroad Company were 
now. in the way of the turther  pro- 
sress of the case; so the power of 
‘hese attorneys was revoked by order of Mr. 
Fogg, the president of the concern, and another 
atiorney wasappoluted. Then the Fort Wayne, 
Meolson end Cincinnati and the Ohio and Mis-is- 
sippi companies fied petiiions praying to be 
made parties. The directory of the Fort Wayne 
aca Soutbern railroad repudiated President 
Foge’s order revoking their attorney’s power, 
utd presented the paper to the court, but it was 
not allowed to be flicd. 

The Wagstaff party made a motion to appoint a 
receiver to take charge of the two rvajs and run 
them ip the inferest of Wagstaff. This would 
probabiy have been granted, but the Court and 
partiesto the suit could not agree upon the pes-
